‘Since then,we have been more terribly alarm’d

‘to Mr. B. G ’s Houfe near this City; and 
“all poffible Endeavours were ufed, to procure a 
* Publick Reception and Entertainment for him 
here, and a great Appearance to Grace his En- 
trance.

Council-Men of this City; and they made a Vote 
to lay out 20 /. of fome publick Money that is in 
their Difpofal, in a Treat for the Doétor.

N the 1f of Fanuary, died Sir Thomas 

Littleton, Baronet, whofe Father bore both 

his Names., Having an elder Brother, he 
was put an Apprentice to Sir John Moor,. Citizen, 
and fometime Lord Mayor of London, with whom 
having continued for fome time, during which, his 
elder Brother died, his Father, with Sir John's 
Confent, took him away, and gave him liberal 
Education; fo that in 1688-9, he became Member 
of the Convention-Parliament, for Hedfteck, in 
Oxfordji>ire, and one of the Managers of the Houfe 
of Commons, at a free Conference held with the 
Lords, about the Words ABDICATED and 
DESERTED; wherein he acquitted himfelf with 
Applawfe. He was elected Member for the fame 
Place, in fome of the enfuing Parliamentsg and once 
for Ca/tle-Rifing. He was chofen Speaker of the 
Houfe of Commons, in the Parliament which fate 
in December, 1698; and in the Year 1700, upon 
the Refignation of Edward, Eatl of Oxford, he was 
made Treafurer of the Navy, which Place he held 
till his Death. Sometime before, having no Child 
of his own, he procured the Honour of the Baro- 
net{hip to be entail’d on his great Nephew, Caprain 
Littleton’; Son, whom he then undoubtedly defign’d 
for his immediate Heir: But altering his Mind, he 
left his Eitate to the Captain, upon Condition

Tt R Majefty having been pleas’d to appoint us
